| the Year 1794, an Act was aint to make a meviguble Canal 
from the River Kennet at Newbury, to the River Avon at Bath. By this Canal 
a Communication is opened between London and Bath; but the great Object 
was not obtained of a complete Water Communication between London and 
Briſtol, on Account of the preſent imperfect State of the Navigation of the River 
Avon from Bath to Briſtol, and the Impoſſibility of rendering it a perfect 
Navigation. FE 


As the Communication between London and Briſtol was the ultimate 

Object of the Undertaking ; ever ſince the paſſing of the Kennet and Avon Canal 
Act, the Company of Proprietors have entered into the Conſideration of this 
Subject, and have employed Engineers to inform them in what Manner it might 
be beſt effected. The ſaid Company were cautious of invading the Property in 
the Bath River Navigation, and have therefore made ſeveral Fropoſitions to the 
Proprietors, which have been uniformly rejected. 


Impreſſed with the Importance of the public Utility of this Communi- 

cation, the Kennet and Avon Canal Company have, in the preſent Seſſion, applied 
to Parliament for Power to make a Canal from Bath to Briſtol, on the South Side 
of the River Avon, and have adopted a Line which promiſes every Advantage in 
Point of Execution; and although it appears that Objections, ſimilar to thoſe 
vhich obſtruct the Progreſs of every great Work, exiſt, yet the Company, ſub- 
mitting the Juſtice of their Caſe to the Conſideration of Parliament, are deſirous 
and ready to make ſuch Recompence to the Proprietors of the Land and of the 
Bath River Navigation, as ſhall be judged reaſonable, conſiſtent with the Execu- 


tion of a Work, from whence they conceive the Public will derive the moſt 
Important Advantages. 


' Unteſs the N Extenſion takes place, chi Communication of the 
Weſtern Parts of the Kingdom, viz. Southampton, Saliſbury, Poole, Taunton, 
Exeter, and Briſtol, with the Metropolis, and with each other, will be incom- 
plete, ana the Public in a great Meaſure deprived of the general Benefit expected 
from che various Canals now forming at thoſe Places. 
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
